Level with independent participants, inclusive of financial autonomy, all of whom will swear 
to be devoid of Party Politics for the duration of their Contracts, suggested of 5 year duration 
and the Ministry is working on a suitable model, with UWI and UTT, as our EBC has the 
evidence based data of how many persons participate in efforts which are solely partisan in 
perception.
